QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

ON THE NEW 

FICTITIOUS NAME LAW 


1. QUESTION; V,yhen does the new Fictitious 
Name Law take effect? 

ANSWER: It took effect on July 1, 1971. 

2 . QUESTION: Who must file the required new 
statement of doing business under a fictitious name? 

ANSWER: All individuals, partnerships and 
corporations which operate under names not their 
own must file. All old certificates expired June 
30, 1971. 

3. QUESTION: What is a Fictitous Firm Name? 

ANSWER: One that does not include the 
surname of the operator, or one that implies the 
ownership participation of others such as Brothers, 
Sons, Associates, Company”; or if a corporation 
owner, a name different from that registered in the 
Articles of Incorporation. 

4 . QUESTION: What is the purpose of the ficti¬ 
tious name procedure? 

ANSWER: The requirements have been in ef¬ 
fect in California since 1872 and are designed to 
protect the consumer by enabling him to identify 
the person or persons with whom he is real!'/ dealing. 

5. QUESTION: Must all firm presently doing busi¬ 
ness under fictitious names file new statements? 

ANSWER: Yes, all must re-file under new 
code sections of the Business and Professions Code 
which replace those in the Civil Code: The new 
sections are 17900-17930 and also Sections 7540 
and 10159.5 and Section 10522.5 of the Business 
and Professions Code, and Section 12300.2 of the 
Financial Code. 

6 . QUESTION: Must all firms doing business 
under a fictitious name publish at the time of filing? 

ANSWER: County Clerk of Los Angeles County 
has ruled that effective July 1, 1971, all registrants 
under the new law must publish. 

7. QUESTION: Precisely what is the process tor 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Publication must be made once a 
week for four weeks in a qualified newspaper cir¬ 
culating in the area of the affected business. Publica¬ 
tion must be commenced within 30 days after filing. 
And proof of publication must be tiled with the 
County Clerk within 30 days after completion of 
publication. 

8 . QUESTION: Is a filing of the new form 
since January 1, 1971, adequate? 

ANSWER: Yes, filings under the new law 
have been accepted since January 1. to be effec¬ 
tive July 1, 1971. 

9. QUESTION: What is the penalty for failure 
to file and publish? 

ANSWER: One penalt/ will be inability to 
maintain a court action until the law has been com¬ 
plied with. In addition, most banks demand evidence 
of filing and publication prior to opening an ac¬ 
count under a fictitious firm name. 

10. QUESTION: Where are the printed forms to 
be obtained for this filing and publication pro¬ 
cedure? 

ANSWER: Free forms and service are avail¬ 
able at most newspaper offices or at any office 
of the County Clerk, or from California Newspaper 
Service Bureau, Inc., 210 South Spring Street, Los 
Angeles, California. Phone MA 5-2541. 


11. QUESTION: What is the cost of filing and 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Statutory filing fee for the new 
statement, inclusive of mandatory certification of 
a copy by the County Clerk, is $10.00. Publica¬ 
tion charge for the four insertions of the notice is 
determined by the selected newspaper. 

12. QUESTION: Can two or more fictitious name 
businesses operating under different names from the 
same address but owned by the same person or per¬ 
sons file and publish under a single statement? 

ANSWER: Yes, provided two or more tiling 
fees of $10.00 each are paid the County Clerk for 
multiple indexing, and provided that printer's proofs 
of publication are provided the County Clerk for 
filing with the original copies of the consolidated 
statement. Most newspapers will make an additional 
charge for each additional firm name. 

13. QUESTION: Will a change in residence ad¬ 
dress of an individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a filed fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when filing is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER: Yes, publication will be required 
when re-filing is made at the end of each five 
year period if there has been an-/ "change in 
information" which makes a new statement differ 
from the old one. If there have been no changes 
in the statement from one five year period to the 
next, no additional publication will be required. 
However, this issue cannot be raised until 1976 and 
the years thereafter. 

14. QUESTION: Is it mandatory that a single 
style of printed form be used in filing and pub¬ 
lishing of Fictitious Name Statements? 

ANSWER: County Counsel of Los Angeles 
County has ruled that any form is acceptable pro¬ 
vided it is of the 8 I /2 by 11 -inch dimensions pres¬ 
cribed by the State Judicial Council for forms, 
and provided it embraces all Items specified in 
Section 17913 of the Business and Professions Code, 
and without regard to other material that may be 
printed on the forms for identification or informa¬ 
tional purposes. 

15. QUESTION: After July 1, 1971, will all new 
filings require pubication? 

ANSWER: All new filings will require pub¬ 
ication until December 31, 1976. (Ruling of the 
County Clerk of Los Angeles County.) 

16. QUESTION: What other values do registrants 
gain through publication of Fictitious Firm Names? 

ANSWER: Evidential proof of priority Is esta¬ 
blished in the event competitors later use or file 
under the same name. Also their is direct advertising 
value for the firm through publication four times 
in a local newspaper of substantial circuatlon of the 
name and address of the business, it being noted 
that newspapers frequently print such names in 
black face type in capital letters, spaced separately. 

17. QUESTION: Where can I see the new law?

New Law in effect: 

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
Arm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 
The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name, Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing. Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

The Burden of Proof 


Look 
at our deal 


Advocates of “tax reform” apparently work from the 
assumption that most taxpayers enjoy special privileges 
afforded by "tax loopholes.” Their idea of tax reform is 
to place the burden of proof on the taxpayer to show 
that he is not escaping his share of taxes. Such seems to 
be the theory behind the tax review-tax reform bill now 
in Congress wliich would repeal over a three-year period 
some 54 provision of the tax code — including such pro¬ 
visions as percentage depletion, deductibility of taxes paid 
to state and local government, the capital gains tax and 
investment credit. Reportedly, key Congressmen oppose 
this sweeping so-called “reform.” One Congressman has 
called it “preposterous.” 

The principle of putting the taxpayer on the defen¬ 
sive as proposed in the tax review-tax reform bill was 
pointedly criticized by one observer who suggested that, 
“Instead of having all exemptions expire, why not have 
all taxes expire in a 3-year schedule? And then add back 
only those that are needed and absolutely justified. That 
would put the burden of proof where it belongs instead of 
on the poor overburdened taxpayer . . Much Is made 
of the fact that the U.S. system works because taxpayers 
“voluntarily” support it. The moment that lawmakeas 
begin treating U.S. citizens as tax escape artists, the con¬ 
fidence of taxpayers in the system will begin to wane. 
The burden of proof is now on Congress to show that poli¬ 
tical expediency is playing no part in "tax reform.”

Sometime before the end 
of the year, the soft drink 
indiustry expects to overtake 
coffee as the leading liquid 
beverage in the i/n i t e d 
States. Having -zoomed past 
milk in 1965, the family of

_ is racing to outpace the only 
' remaining liquid consumed 
in greater volume — drink- 
ing water. 

ITie industry’s psychology 
is revealed in these worri.s 
from its trade pournal “Soft 
■y Drink Indu.stry tSDI): 

"Significant in a study of 
‘‘ beverage trends is the fact 
^ that the total liquid intake 
" of Americans appears to be 
stable, at a level estimated 
at two quarts pe- day. Thu«,

Given this grand deslgii, 
e three issue.*-- present them- 
I, .selves for co,nsumors. First, 
ti- to express glee ever me 
sales gains by soft drinks 
due to contaminated drlnK- 
ing water is downright para¬ 
sitic. Instead of trying to im¬ 
prove the quality of the na¬ 
tion’s water, the industry's 
» trade journal would have 
the public beli-ave that sofr 
drinks suffer no .such eon- 
lamination and should bo 
purchased as a safeguaro. 
What evidence is there m 
hack up .such a recommen¬ 
dation- that soft drinks .ire 
that pure? 

-Second, what are consum¬ 
ers rf?coiving nutritionally 
from their consa^imption of 
.s.-rft drinks at an ever in- 
ei-easi.Tig rate? Paul Austin, 
the liead of Cocoa Cola, 
makes no nutritional claims 
lor Coco.-r Cola. He simply 
says that his company Is 
.selling "a refreshing d-rink, 
nothing more, nothing Ic.ss.” 
Although he denies that 
Cokes have any adverse ef¬ 
fect, his claim merits closer 
.•scrutiny. 

To the extent that soft 
drinks like Coke replace 
more r.uiritious beverages in 
the diet (for example, skim 
milk and fruit juice), they 
loplace such nutrients as 
calcium, vitamin A and vita¬ 
min C with empty caIori--rt. 
Obesity and other health 
problems can result. 

Because the young are 
consuming such a large 
volume of soft dri,n-ks, they 
are ctltivatin.g a demand 
for .sugar, for thi.pg.s sweet,

This is easier is you .numoer 
all checks and always re¬ 
concile statements,” he said.

Professional thieves are 
experienced, wary and know- 
lodgeable, Heldridge said. 
But banks and law enforce¬ 
ment agencies are constant¬ 
ly improving .security me- 
thod.s, and the public can 
help by employing certain 
safeguards.
